Hi Art and all BAtionists; 


As some would say. "here we go again". First my inconsiderate opinion: 
Folks clean radios for two reasons, (1) for esthetics to make the radio 
"purdy" again and (2) because (they believe) it makes the radio work 
better. 


The practical approach is to get the dirt out that is harmful to the radio 
and don't do anything that may possibly damage the radio. Introducing 
water soluble ionic compounds (contained in tap water and practically all 
cleaning agents) is dangerous because they are impossible to remove and 
they alter dielectric characteristics and incite corrosion. Certain 
components act as a sponge and soak up these contaminants and are forever 
affected to some degree. Unglazed ceramic, phenolics, transformer papers, 
wire insulation such as cotton or silk wrapped coil windings and mica 
compression trimmer caps to name most but not all. 


My rule is to only use water soluble cleaners to spot clean areas where you 
are in control of the flow of the solution while cleaning. A solution of 
distilled water and isopropyl alcohol is less of a threat but one must keep 
in mind that what is in the dirt can be harmful if washed into something 
where it can cause problems. 


DO NOT use abrasives, wire brushes or scrapers to remove dirt. Let the 
cleaner do the work. Remove heavy corrosion or rust spots with a pencil 
eraser and acid brush with shortened bristles. Don't try to get to bare 
metal, it doesn't look any better and it won't prevent further corrosion or 
rust from occuring without proper application of a protectant. 


Mild hydrocarbon solvents such as mineral spirits (paint thinner) are not 


as effective at dissolving water soluble soils but will help to wash away 
loose soils with less potential for trouble. The expensive electronic 
washes are a little more effective but are highly volatile (evaporate 
quickly) and I find they aren't worth the money in this hobby. A little 
acetone can be added to improve dissolution of dried lubricants. Keep 
strong solvents out of coil windings. And be advised, hydrocarbon solvents 
are flammable, are respiratory irritants and are toxic to vital organs of 
the body; prolonged excessive exposure can be hazardous to your health. 
Follow all product label safety directions. 


Both water and hydrocarbon solvents can be highly harmful to dial plastics 
and lettering. The best thing to do is to ask those who have had 
experience with those particular receiver parts. Starting with a mild 
solution of dish detergent in an invisible area is not being overcautious. 
Some old dials are too far gone and there is nothing you can do to clean 
them up without causing harm. 


Compressed air is very helpful in removing dust and chasing out the last 
drop of water or solvent. Too strong an air blast at mica trimmers and 
delicate coil windings can be disastrous to those parts. Wear eye 
protection when using compressed air. 


All bare metal areas finally get a coating of a very light water dispersing 
oil. WD-40 works for me. Apply it with an artists brush, DO NOT spray it 
in. Don't get oils into trimmer caps or RF/IF coil windings. All excess 
is wiped up with a clean cotton cloth and Q-tips. Too much residue will 
allow dust to collect and require another clean up job to remove dust 
dunes. Leaving untreated metal exposed to the air invites corrosion 
especially in climates that have high humidity and wide temperature 
excursions. Corrosion prevention is essential to preserving a fine old 
radio's value and appeal. 


This is not a comprehensive set of instructions to clean and restore a 
radio. It only serves to alert the beginner to some of the methods to use 
and consequnces to suffer if done without care. Take your time and follow 
good advice and you will end up with a radio that doesn't look like it has 
been savaged by a rank amateur and won't eventually fail to operate 
reliably for the owners enjoyment.

>I am about to try to clean 25 years of gunky dirt from an SX71. What does one 
>use to clean it up? How does one clean the tuning capacitors? JI think the 
>previous owner used it for an ashtray! 


You'll get a lot of answers to this one. The most effective cleaner I have 
encountered is either Dow Scrubbing Bubbles bathroom cleaner or a similar 
Tilex product. It cuts years of gunge with little effort and leaves a very 
attractive finish on cadmium plated surfaces. 


These and other similar ionic cleaning solutions are very good conductors, 
and have been the ruination of many a radio. DO NOT use them unless you are 
VERY careful where they are applied. I put it on a cloth and gently scrub 
safe areas. If you need to clean a cap, take it off the chassis. DO NOT 
expose tube sockets (unless porcelain) or transformers of any kind to this 
stuff, you will be sorry. If you are serious about cleaning, you will 
remove as many susceptible items as possible. My only loss was a phenolic 
tube socket on a Plymouth AA5 radio, but I have read of sorrowful souls who 
have blown power transformers. Have a care whatever you do.

I am getting closer to finishing this project. I have done the preliminary 
455 kHz alignment without trouble, but the instructions to the crystal 
filter alignment are a bit hazy, to wit: 


(Sending in 455 kHz RF with BFO set to about 1 kHz) 


"Vary the frequency of the frequency generator about the 455 kHz setting 
while adjusting the top screw of transformer T2 until the output goes 
through a maximum, dips down and rises to another maximum." 


Q: Is the dip seen while varying the freq generator or the T2 screw? Kinda 
ambiguous. 


"Note: (This is supposed to clarify it, right?) The frequency of the 
signal generator should be varied over a small range while adjusting the top 
screw of T2. 

(This nicely reiterates the first ambiguity.) A swishing note, in contrast 
to the usual sharp crystal tone will be heard when the correct adjustment 
has been made." 


There are spots on the T2 adjustment where I can hear swish, and the swish 
frequency can be adjusted independent of the generator frequency. One 
presumes that what the unknown technical writer from Hell meant by "sharp 
crystal tone" is a clean sine wave. I am assuming (please correct me) that 
the range of the generator we are talking about is far smaller than what is 
necessary to zero-beat the BFO, i.e., smaller than 1 kHz, because you 
certainly get a minimum there. There are some T2 adjustments I can make so 
that I hear a thump when I pass a certain spot with the freq generator, but 
the control of the generator (I'm using a URM25F) ain't all that fine.... 


Now, due to a number of factors, I lost my original "calibration" of the 


phasing cap when reassembling the set. I can't find any clear instructions 
on how to set it up. One presumes that you set it so that it is halfway 
meshed when at 0. However, there are two ways of doing that. Should 
Capacitance increase or decrease when turning, say, clockwise? There is a 
reason to ask this. The instructions say to set the crystal phasing at 1 
1/2 on the left side. This could work either way. I do notice that when I 
move the phasing control I can get a little downward hop in the output meter 
when the thump goes by (as I change input freq). Perhaps I need to get the 
phasing setting straightened out first. 


Whew! That's a bunch of questions. My brain is strained for a Friday nite.

I used the MARS call sign NNNONLR for my ship 
and NSUL was the call for the counterpart. Thanks to the cooperation of the 
Captain & crew of DDG-68, Chief NAVY-MARINE CORPS MARS and 1st Region 
Director NNNOASI it was made possible. 


For the BA list, I used the Drake Line (R4b, T4B) and backed it with The 
WRC-1 (1051B revr, T-897B xmtr). I would have loved to use older BA's but 
frequency tolerances and mode restrictions on Naval freqs wouldn't allow 
that. After fifty+ years radio central is still alive. I have a personal web 
site for dd537 that is amateurish but growing. Please visit and enjoy some 
of the BA pics. More to come.

REVIEW: PERERA'S TELEGRAPH COLLECTOR'S GUIDE, Tom Perera, W1TP 1998 


Collecting keys and other telegraphy artifacts is a popular hamfest 
pursuit. Tom Perera, W1TP (formerly K2DCY) has been a regular fixture 

at most of the hamfests and electronic flea markets for as long as I 

can remember which is over twenty-five years. His main (but certainly not 
only) interest is Telegraphy, memorabilia and knowledge. Even though I am 
not a serious collector I have always found his mobile museum displays 
interesting and educational, to say the least. Over the years Tom and I 
have shared our finds with the knowing smiles and happiness that you only 
experience when a friend finds a real treasure and lets you in on it 

by showing it to you. 


I recently returned from the Dayton Hamvention and was very pleased to see 
Tom set up in the flea market. Let me just say that the best comment 

I heard was from another serious collector who said something to the 
effect that he had more stuff for sale/trade than most other collectors 
have in their collections. 


However, the most exciting thing I found at his encampment was his new 
guide to the collecting hobby. It is an 80-page booklet with about 

250 clear, sharp, black-and-white photographs of keys and other telegraphia 
that is a great resource guide to for collectors and enthusiasts of all 
interest levels. Tom's guide gives the reader some history of telegraphy 
before delving into a comprehensive section on keys and related artifacts 
from the various sub-sets of the discipline, namely land-line, spark and 
radio with special sections for military from a number of countries. Then 
there are the lists - many printed by the courtesy of other collectors 

who are particularly knowledgeable in areas of specialty such as Neal 
McEwen K5RW's list of "Bug" manufacturers. Then a brief instructional 

on adjusting telegraph keys and a short treatise on restoring keys (the 
main message here is NEVER use a wire brush or abrasive polish on keys as 


it greatly decreases their values). Also included is an extensive 
bibliography (Tom's an academic, you know) a short list of Web links, 
a quick Vibroplex dating chart and finally a price guide. 


Price guides are always controversial. Tom states his list is "prices 

the average collector would pay". Some people don't like price guides 

as they think that they may be too self-serving to the ones who write 

them and represent inflated prices to increase the value of their holdings. 
However in this case I do not feel that this is the case. Tom is very 
active in collecting circles and sees a lot of stuff changing hands. I 
have heard of people buying keys for prices that are right in line with 
Tom's figures. You must remember that these prices are only a guide 

and there are many factors involved with determining a particular item's value. 
Perhaps the most important of which is the amount someone is willing to 

pay when the owner wants to actually sell it. Because such prices and 
values are fluid most price guides are somewhat dated but Tom offers 

a downloadable price list with the guide's item number as well as the 
Internet Museum number of the illustration. Tom's fine on-line museum 

may be visited at www.witp.com. 


I have been looking forward to seeing Tom's guide ever since he mentioned 
he was doing one a long time ago. I was not disappointed. The pictures 
are well done and the book is printed on high-quality paper stock. There 
is plenty of good information and resource lists that point the reader 
towards telegraphic knowledge and wisdom that only come with years of 
collecting and study. I am not a collector but the subject interests me. 
Tom Perera's Guide certainly gives me a much better understanding of the 
hobby and the artifacts associated with it.
